Frankfort, Ky.. April 15— Mau- 
rice Calvin, Covington attorney 
and republican leader, charged 
with conspiracy to secure a par- 
don for Frank Blair, convict, to- 
day told on the witness stand 
how he obtained commutation of 
Blair's sentence from Governor 
orrow. He declared he received 
no pay for obtaining the pardon 
and did it solely through friend- 
ship for William Burkamp. of 
Newport. 

Galvin was the first witness for 
the defense after the court over- 
ruled a motion to instruct the 
jury to acquit. Calvin indicated 
Newport people interested in 
Blair's sick sister, asked Burkamp 
to intercede for Blair. Burkamp 
came to Galvin, the latter said, 
and he placed the matter before 
the governor. He declared he 
made on representations to the 
Governor other than document- 
ary. 

.Another motion for peremptory 
instructions for the defendant 
was filed after Calvin's testimony 
whih the court took under advise- 
ment. 

Gov. Edwin P. Morrow, who 
commuted the sentence of Blah 
so that it would expire on June 2. 
1921. was the first witness for the 
commonwealth. The governo: 
told the jury that he did not issue 
the pardon because of anything 
Mr. Galvin said to him or because 
of Mr- Garvin's friendship, but be- 
cause of the fact that James Hen- 
dricks. Louisville restaurant pro- 
prietor, whom Blah" attempted t« 
rob. recommended the pardon of 
Blair, w ho had been sentenced to 
serve five years in prison. 

The governor said that he "fi 
ured that the man whet had beer 
robbed knew more about it thai 
anybody on earth," and that i 
was on this recommendation tha 
he commuted the sentence.

Louisville, Ky., Apr. 13— The 
city where a handful of deter 
mined women 35 years ago rais- 
ed money by begging, borro 1 -- 
ing and imitating Queen Isabel 
in pawning their valuables to 
carry out their ideals; where 
these women established the 
first normal school in America 
for kindergarten teachers, will 
be the host April 24 to 29, to the 
representatives "of the 50000 kin- 
dergarten teachers now compris- 
ing the International Kindergar- 
ten Union.

The first kindergarten was es- 
tablished the same year as the 
normal school for the purpose of 
providing some place to shield 
the little children of the slum 
from the evil influences of the 
street and was opened in the 
building now occupied by the 
Gospel Mission and until then 
the palatial home of the New- 
combs, pioneers of Louisville. 
Miss Anna E. Bryan was • ap- 
pointed' in charge of botn- kin- 
dergarten and normal school and 
held the place until her death in 
1901.' j .. 

Miss Hill, upon graduation, 
continued as a teacher and at 
the death of Miss Bryan was ap- 
pointed superintendent of ^ kin- 
dergartens; but still the kinder- 
garten was unrecognized by the 
Louisville school trustese and 
subsisted only on donations of 
money from those who had edu- 
cation at heart. 

The official history of the kin- 
fit r^ar ten movement as compil- 
ed by the Louisville Alumnae 
Gub.'states that in 1894 the elass 
in the normal choosl included 
young women from Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Louisiana.

So wide was the scope of the 1 
normal school that educators of 
the leading colleges and univer- 
sities of America visited Louis- 
ville to study the method of pre- 
paring the teachers. 

Xot until March 1903 did the 
puhlic schools recognize the kin- 
dergartens as an integral part of 
the school system and then the 
Board of Education took over 
seven of the kindergartens when 
It seewed that the financial bur- 
den had become so great that 
She original founders could not 
continue the work. 
h Quoting the Alumnae Club's 
'history: "In March 1903 the 
Board of Education took charge 
of seven of the free kindergar- 
tens previously supported by 
public subscriptions and opened 
two new kindergartens in public 
school buildings. The expense of 
these nine was borne by the 
city." 

Today there are 2.500 children 
in the thirty-seven kindergartens 
in the city and about 1.165 chil 
dren in the other four cities hav- 
ing, Lexington, Frankfort, Hen 
derson and Owensboro. 

In inviting the convention of 
Kindergarteners to Louisville 
the Alumnae Club pointed out 
the need of educating the people 
of the state to the need for 
more kindergartens especially in 
the smaller towns. 

And it will be one of the out- 
standing works of the conven- 
tion to lay plans for a two year 
educational campaign with the 
aim in view of submitting to the 
1924 General Assembly provid- 
ing for the establishment of kin- 
dergartens in every community 
where the mothers or guardians 
of at least 25 children of kinder- 
garten age petition the state for 
such an institution. 

That the convention will bring 
some of the widest known edu- 
cators in the world to Louisville 
is stated by Miss Susan Speed, 
a member of the Alumnae Club's 
convention committee, whiih is 
headed by Miss AUene Seaton. 

Two delegates, one from Eng- 
land and the other from Hawaii 
have been added to the speak- 
ers' program. They are Miss 
Kathlene Edwards, of London, 
founder of the Nursery School 
movement in KrgMnd. and Mi..s 
Frances Lawrence, of Honolulu. 

.Miss Julia Wade Abbott, na- 
tional director of kindergarten.- 
for the Bureau of Education o\ 
the Department of Agricultui-J. 
Washington, and an internation- 
al leader in kindergarten work, 
also is on the program. Miss 
Abbott will speak on ''Child 
Life in Hawaii" for the benefit 
of the Hawaiian delegates, she 
having been a delegate to the 
Pan Pacific Conference from the 
United States and while abroad 
studied Hawaiian child life.
